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Oming lately into Scotland, and 
Difcourfing there of the Publick 
Affaits, and of the ptefent Deluli- 

ons of the People in England; 3, like a 
Charitable Fool, was frequently teDing of 
a Number of Honeft well-meaning People 
in England, who tho’ they were Tories or 
High-Flyers inthe main, yet meant no ill, 
and had not realiy a View tothe Pretender ;

This indeed I knew went far there, and 
begins to go very far in England too 3 the 
natural tendency of Toryifm, being to St. 
Germains ; but I thought it ftrange to find 
the Otfervation fo Geueral, yet I muft 
own, I have found no juft Caufe to Contra- 
di& the Maxim, inthe little Obfervation 
I have made there; aad if this makes the 
Tories on that Side more dangerous to the

are but too many Reafons to make it ap- 
pear true; Principally, becaufe the Defign 
of bringing in the Pretender, is utterly in- 
contiftent with the prefent Conftitution, 
and their Duty to the Queen.
